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Calumny refuted. 


In a late Albany Register, amongst much 
other vile slander and abuse, 'rpeRALISM 
js accused of being prepared “for a de- 
parture from the neutral system, while it 
can be maintained with honor and for the 
good of the country :—For a declaration of 
war against one partof Europe, and *“ en- 
tangling alliances” with another :—For an 
unconditional surrender of our right to the 
freedom of the ocean, and a base submis- 


sion to British taxation :—Fora dependence . 


upon British licenses, to trade with the 
European continent, or a submission. to 
French decrees of seizure and cohndemna- 
tion of our ships if they touch at a British 
port, or are visited by a British cruizer, 
whose visit they can neither repel nor a- 
void.” 

We should, perhaps, call in vain upon 
the author of these charges to atiempt to 
substantiate them. Conscious ofthe weak- 
ness of his cause, and the falsity of his 
pretensions, he cautiously avoids every 
thing like an investigation of the senti- 
ments which he advances. Unable to sup- 
port suck charges cither by facts or argu- 
ments, he sets up his own assertion for law, 
and requires of his hoodwinked readers an 
implicit reliance on his word. But, fortu- 
nately for federalism, itis in the power of 
every person, who is disposed to seek or 
hear truth, to find an ample refutation of all 
these scandalous accusations ; while, on the 
other hand, not a particle of tesumony can 
be produced to solten them down to any 
thing short of the most buse and villainous 
calumnies. 

On the subject of neutrality, the first 
important piece of evidence in favor of fe« 
deralism, is the celebrated proclamation of 
president Washineton. ‘Lhis was issued 
at a period when the French nation, and the 
emissaries of France in this country, were 
employed in every infamous art and in- 
trigue to drive us into a war with England, 
aad an “- entangling alliance,” with the 
Freneh republic—at atime when Mr, Jef- 
ferson and Mr Madison were naturalized 
as french citizens, and when they received 
the news of that naturalization with satis- 
faction and delieht. This proclamation 
was pointedly condemned by every demeo- 
cratic press in the country ; and when the 
French minister appealed to the people 
froin the neutral manifesto of the president, 
and when he attémpted to raise troops in 
Violation of its orders, the same democrat- 
te presses espoused his cause, in oppositica 
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to Washington. The system of neutrality 
thus begun by the father of his country, has 
ever received the approbation and support 
of federalism. Instrucied in the schoel of 
Washington, federalists have ever made 
his principles and practice, the rule of their 
conduct. And they may salely challenge 
the whole host of democracy to produce a 
word or deed to prove that they have ever 
recommended a departure from the neutral 
system, where it could be maintained with 
honor and safety. Federalists have beheld 
with disgust and horror, the shameful par- 
tiality evinced by our present administra- 
tion in all its intercourse with foreign na- 
tions. ‘They can see nothing to justify it— 
nor can they find an excuse for Mr. Jef- 
ferson’s devotedness to France, in the plea 
of gratitude for having been naturalized as 
acitizen of that nation. The world has 
witnessed with what criminal apathy and 
unconcern every insult and indignity has 
been received from France, while the ag- 
gressions of England have becn emblazon- 
ed, aggravated, and resented, not indeed 
with the spirit and dignity becoming a great 
nation, but in that captious and irritaling 
manner, calculated and probably intended 
to provoke hostilities. With these facts 
staring us in the face, where shall we fix the 
charge of “aceparture from the neutral 
system!” Certainly on democrats, and on 
them alone. 

The second charge is in some respects 
similar to the first; and requires but little 
additional testimony to refute it. We beg 
Icave, however, to refer the reader to the 
columns of the Aufora, the National Intel- 
ligencer, the Whig, the Chronicle, and in 
short, every other democratic paper in the 
country, for the clearest proof, that the 
supporters and advocates of the present ad- 
ministration are alone desirous of “ a de- 
claration of war against one part of Europe, 
and “ entangling alliances” with another.” 

Our readers may deem it unnecessary to 
spend a inoment in refuting a charge so 
wicked and malicious, so groundless, so 
palpably false as the third. But Iet them 
reflect, that the charge is made with as 
much effrontery as if there was some shac- 
ow of testimony to substantiate it. It is 
made, in an unqualified manner, In a paper 
that has, if we mistake not, advenced some 
pretensions to a regard for truth! Nay, it 
is made in a paper that claims some credit 
on account of its being pampered by cfii- 
cial patronage. And itis made, by a man 
who holds the offce of sheriff of the county 
of Albany! It therefore becomes a lie of 
considerable dignity; and is entitled to 
more notice than the common electioneer- 
ing slander of ovr demagogues. It is 
somewhat singular, that the very point on 
which this charge turns, is one of the great 
marks which distinguish the federal from 
the anti-federal or cemeocratic party. Ted- 
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erzlists have ever been willing to make a- 
lly sacrifices, rather than give up our rights 
on the ocean. ‘To maintain our commer. 
cial privileges, with honor and benefit to 
the country, they have encountered every 
difficulty, und braved every danger. Their 
standing motto has been, “ Milltons for de- 
fence, not a cent for tribute ;” and in con- 
formity with this maxim they have ever act- 
ed. Whenour commerce met with ob- 
structions at sea, our federal administrations 
never thought of purchasing an inzlorious 
und momentary exception, by direct or in- 
direct tribute. They demanded redress in 
a tone too dignified to be treated with con- 
tempt, and when that redress was denied, 
they didnot surrender their rights on the 
ocean, by a cowardly retreat from it, but, on 
the contrary, they resorted to the power, 
the strength, the spirit, the wealth of the 
nation, to secure those rights in a manner 
worthy ofan independent people. 


Look at the gallant little navy, reared ‘by 
the federal administration, and its proud tri- 
umphs under lruxton, Decatur, kc.—then 
look at its destruction by the democrats, its 
disgrace under Barron, and its paltry sub- 
stitute of gun-boats. Look again at the 
British treaty, by. which we were placed on 
a footing with the most favored nation, and 
under which our commerce flourished, and 
our country prospered, beyond all former 
example—then look at the embargo laws 
that take its place, to the destruction of 
commerce, and the ruin of the country— 
and say, which party, federal or democrat- 
ic, may be most justly accused of surren- 
dering our rights on the ocean. 


But, leaving this, we pass to the fourth 
and last charec, which, for impudence and 
profligacy,excecis allthe rest. Itisa fact, 
known to all the world, that the federelists, 
while in power, never depended on British 
licences, nor submitied to French decrees 
of seizure and condemnation; and it is e- 
qually well known, that, since they have 
becn in the minority, they have uniformly 
and pointedly condemned this base depend- 
ence, this mean and tame submission, on 
the part of theirpoli:ical opponents. Whe 
is this, that presuines to accuse the fedéral- 
ists of being prepared to submit to French 
decrees? Wiy, forsooth, on obsequious 
follower of the Jefferson policy—a fellow 
who, to answer a Sinister end, has ever been 
an advocate for the miliions of tribute to 
France, and for the embargo—yes, for the 
embargo !—a measure adepted in direct 
submission to the decrees (public and pri- 
vate) of France—a fellow, in short, who ts 
so warmly attached to his own interest, and 
so indifferent to the real iniependence and 
welfare of his country, that it would be al- 
torether immaterial to him what person or 
party prev: ted, provided he could become 
a well-paid (ool of those in power.

Troubl:s in Manchesicr, &c. 


Extract of a letter dated Manchester, May 
25, reccived in London. 

© Your London papers will no doub: teem with 
dreadful accounts of the ricts at Manchester; but 
having beea accidentally bo:h an eye and an ear wie- 
ness ©f what has unfortuvatciy tasen place here, 
I send you a few hasty lines 

‘+ A number of the journeymen weavers assem 
bled yes erday, not ina rivtous or tumul\uous man- 
ner, but inad cent, orderly style, reguesiing t> 
have their grievances redressed. and thew wags 
raised Some thousands atended om the grou d 
called St George's Fields, and appointed deiegat: s 
to wait.upon the principal, nianutacturers, humbly 
desiring an immedia‘e miterview 
and several respectable gentlemen sent to remon 
trate with the poor, emaciated, and distressed ob- 
jects, requesting ‘hem to disperse ; bur finding eve- 
ry thing they said was of no avail, they were uncer 
the painful neces: ity of resorting ta the reading ot 
the Riot Act, and se: ding the constab!es and muli- 
tary among them, who soon cleared the ground; 
but finding the inhabitan's were considerab!y slarm 
ed, the streets were parroled ali Tuesday wight, a d 
every thing remained pretty quiet. 

« This morning, about ten oclock, my curiosity 
was attrac ed, by seeing s me hundreds of weavers 
marching, in a most orderly manner, into Manches- 
ter, to join several thousand of others of the seme 
ca'ling, who had again assembled in St. George’s 
Field, (which is close to the edge of the town.) 
A regular square was formed, and the members of 
the respective Commttees stationed themselves in 
the cen're. They then dispatched delegates, to com- 
muse with the Beoroughreeve and the principal of- 
ficers of the town, who where requested to use 
their influence with ‘he mogt eminent manufacturers 
tu raise their wages. One of the delagates soon re- 
turned, a1d wenr round the squate, atiended by 
the committee, and addressing the poor half fam- 
ished, but patient auditors, informed them, that he 


hdd seeu the Bercughreeve, that he was friendly to — 


their cause, and sympathised with them in their 
present distress, which be was sorry he could not 
alleviate ; that he had taken the names and places 
of abode of their delegates, who were responsible 
for the conduct and behaviour of their fellow buf. 
ferers. The delegate then exhorted them to be firm 
in the cause they hdd undertaken to support, and 
strongly enjoimed them to behave peaceably and or- 
derly. 

« About three o'clock P. M, I again went to the 
field, attended by a friend, and was astonished to 
see so many thousands of people; for ac all the 
weavers had struck their work in the neighborirg 
towns, Lam of opinion chat there were art least trom 
ten to fifteen th usand people. Loud, indeed, were 
the murmurs ef the poor wretches, but not the 
least indication was there of a rict. 

‘*Many baskets of bread, with some ale, and 
several cans of butter mulk, were distr buted a- 
mong the multitude, and their sorrowful and pite- 
ous tales of distress quite unmanned me, as also 
several other sympathe ic spectators. Abouthalf 
past three o’cl ck, the Borcughreeve, acc; mpanid 
by another gen leman on borseback; entered the 
(hollow } square, and the poor creatures gave a pa- 
tient hearing tothem: he advised them to disperse, 
but the generalcry was—' We have nothirg to 
eat: ard w less our wages are raised, we might as 
well play and starve, as work and be famished ” 
I listened attentively, and heard tales of the most 
distressing scenes that ever human eye was witness 
ro; and Lam sorry to say that the mulitary were 
ob! ged ta interfere for the second time, and I ap- 
prehend that the consequence will be dreadful, as 1 
saw them Gre, and observed several wounded wre: ch. 
escarried tothe infirmary. The shops and houses 
ave all shut up in this quarter, and the riflemen and 
Manchester volunteers, &e &c. are now marching 
to the scene of action, and I find the s*reets are to 
be again patroked, The peaceable inhabitants are 
most dreadfully alarmed.
